fruit stands, the soda fountains the ice cream parlors, the popcorn stands, the cigar stores 
be closed. It is just as "wrong" to buy a cigar or a newspaper or a dish of ice cream on 
Sunday as it is to purchase a ticket to a picture exhibition. 


It is admitted by both parties to the controversy that a motion picture, if clean, .and no 


unclean pictures' are shown now in Newark, is helpful, restful, educational. It is acknowl- 
edged by those who know that the saloon's worst enemy is the "movie/; Why then is there 
this agitation to disturb our people at a time when all of our energy and thought should be 
with the great National Aim"?

Nobody thinks of trying to stop Sunday automobile riding though a few people unques- 


tionably are opposed to it. If it is bad to look at a picture, it is just as bad to take an auto- 
mobile ride or go into a friend's house and spend the evening listening to music. 


If the men who are insisting upon Mayor Bigbee issuing an order to close the picture 


houses will take the trouble to discuss the matter with some of the leading people of this 
town, they will then get the view of the large majority. 


There are scores of men in Newark who favor clean m o r a Is and righteous living a s 


earnestly as anyone of the men who are now agitating this movement who will say posi- 
tively that the ministers have never attempted a movement, that in their judgment, will do 
their cause such injury as the one now proposed. 


It will, if it succeeds, fail in its very purpose because it will arouse a feeling of antagon- 


ism to the churches that will long endure. We had an experience a few years ago of the ef- 
fect of divided public sentiment. 


They 


are glad to be invited into but will not be driven into the churches. 


Do the people want the movies discontinued or- the price of admission increased? One or 


the other must happen if this agitation to discontinue the Sunday pictures is successful.

It surprised 
the French to be told that these Amer- 
icans still were paid in gold. 


France began to recognize the value 


of athletics a few years before the 
war, which confirmed their importance. 
It is possible the new American allies 
will provide France with a long ftit 
'(rant In popularizing baseball 


"A Fountain Pen Army." 


"It Is a fountain pen army," chaffed 


a Frenchman as he noted the number 
of those articles that the Americans 
carried in their blouse pockets and 
seemed to be part of their equipment. 


"I am an old man for the army," 


said a corporal, answering a query on 
what motive brought him to France, 
"but I have come to help wipe kaisers 
off the earth." 


The American camp in France is 


splendidly situated on high ground and 
has been built within the month. It 
Is lighted by electricity and has a fine 
water supply. The Y. M. C. A., which 
has installed a tent at the landing 
place, will open a large hut soon. The 
camp has taken on an American at- 
mosphere. 


It failed in no respect to meet the 


requirements of the overflowing tide 
of newcomers. It supplies picture post- 
cards in large numbers and there is 
an "American bar," -but American In 
name only. Ice cream soda is sought 
hi vain. 


An old looking French territorial who 


is on sentry duty along the ducks, his 
hair grayed by three long years of 
service, beamed on the Americans, 
doubtless thinking his days of labor 
were now drawing to a close. The 
women smile and feel then* hearts 
lighter as they watch .this fine pledge 
of the sister democracy's aid. 


In the arrival of the troops children 


chased pennies that the American boys 
threw among them from crowded decks 
as the ships passed along the quays 
and rejoiced over every band as it 
beaded Its regiment, for It-* seldom 
that bands are heard now in France. 


Chum at One* With Alii**. 


The fraternization of the Americans 


with the English, Canadians, Austral- 
tana and French la remarkable, and the 
new arrivals are being received every- 
where with open arms and open hearts 
Last month nearly all the British 
troops not having near relatives in the j 
British isles hare been coming to Paris 
on leave, and so the newly landed 
Americans find plenty of comrades able' 
to speak their common language. 
| 


The Yankees warmed up particularly 


to the Canadians, among whom are 
many Americans, but the greatest sur- 
prise came -t the way the French offi- 
cers and poilus fraternize with their 
new allies. The warmest feeling exists 
between the French and British soldiers 
and officers, of course, but when they 
first met three years ago as allies they 
were too busy fighting for their livas 
to spend much time in friendly inter- 
course. 


The Americans, however, are landing 


just at the time when the allies hare the 
Germans "on the hip," and the French 
are throwing off their claiiulr-hiiess to 
welcome the Yankee tars and marines 
affectionately. 


Another factor is that after three 


years' contact with the British nearly 
every French person knows a few words 
of English—hello, chccro, good luck ami 
similar expressions—and they are using 
them overtime on the Americans.

The appearance of American naval 


officers in white duck summer uniforms 
in the smart Paris restaurants cause* 
gasps of astonished delight especially 
among tlrc fair Parlslcnacs, who admire 
the chic, coot appearance of the officers.
